1, PETER AND ELMIRA (DEWEY) SMITH 


Peter Smith came to America from Ireland during the early to mid century (probably 
during the 1847 potato rot in Ireland). Here he met and married Miss Elmira Dewey, who 
was from Governour, New York and a close relative to the famous first Navy Admiral 
George Dewey. In 1848, Peter and Elmira were residing in St. Lawrence County, New 
York where they had a son, Joel Perrish Smith, Born February 14, 1848. From New 
York, Peter, Elmira and Joel moved to Waupaca, Wisconsin, where Joel and His brothers 
and sisters grew up. 


Other children were Ira (Peter’s son by a previous marriage), Adelpha and Zelpha (twins), 
Francis W., Agnes E., and Lettie S.

2. JOEL PERRISH AND CYNTHIA JANE (WARE) SMITH. 


Joel Perrish Smith was born February 14,1848 in St. Lawrence County, New York. His 
parents were Peter and Elmira (Dewey) Smith, from Ireland and Governour,New York 
respectively. At an early age Joel moved with his parents to Waupaca, Wisconsin. He 
joined the Union Army (Company B / 4th Wisconsin Calvary) on February 27, 1864 and 
served until September 19, 1865 at which time he returned home to Waupaca, Wisconsin. 
He then met and married Miss. Ellen M. Sypher and had two daughters, His wife died of 
fever in 1872 and the children followed her to the grave within two weeks. Joel then 
moved to California and Texas and later worked in the cypress timber business on the 
Mississippi River. He settled in Jackson County, Mississippi around 1890 where he was 
very active in the timber business, He was also known by his nickname “Cypress” Smith. 
He met Emma Cynthia Jane (Ware) Terrell and they were married on August 22, 1901 by 
Judge Johnson Ware at the home of Mr. and Mrs. R. A. Mcmillan in the Mt. Pleasant 
Community. 


Emma Cynthia Jane (Ware) Smith was born in 1881 - the second child of Dorman and 
Julia (Forehand) Ware and was reared in Vancleave, Mississippi. Her father, Dorman 
Ware, also served in the Civil War as a sailor. 


The 1910 census indicates that Joel and Emma were residing on Cedar Street in 
Pascagoula, Mississippi with their four children: Joel P.Jr., Age 7; Francis William, Age 5; 
Emma Gertrude , Age 3; and Alva Dewey, Age 5 months, who was given his 
Grandmother’s maiden name of Dewey. Joel and Emma later had another son named Peter 
Donely Smith who died as a baby after the death of Joel P. Sr.. 


Joel Perrish Smith died in Pascagoula, Mississippi on January 23, 1914 of organic heart 
disease while under the care of Dr. W. R. Kell. He is buried in the old Ware Cemetery 
near the Ware homestead on Powticaw Road in Vancleave, Mississippi. His obituary in 
the Pascagoula Democratic Star read : “ Mr. Smith was held in high esteem among the 
people of Pascagoula and vicinity and he will be greatly missed, for he was a familiar 
figure upon our streets”. 


After Joel’s death Emma remarried in 1916 to Thomas McMillan by whom she had 
another son named Leroy McMillan. Emma married J.R. Smith in 1918 and Pat Parker in 
the late 1950’s. She died in 196 of natural causes and is buried in the cemetery by the 
Church of Latter Day Saints in Vancleave, Mississippi.

Francis William (Frank) married Irma Rita Hilderbrand from Biloxi , Mississippi on 
December 16, 1934. They had three children : Doris Mae Smith, Francis Louis Guy 
Smith, and Edward Evon Smith. Frank died of heart disease in 1965 and Irma died of a 
stroke in 1995. They are both buried in Macphelah Cemetery in Pascagoula,Ms. 


Emma Gertrude married Buster Vanosdol and had one daughter,Joye Deanne Vanosdol. 
Buster died in Georgia in the early 1960’s and Gertrude passed away a few years later 
after moving back to Pascagoula, Mississippi. She is buried in the Griffin Point Cemetery 
in Moss Point,Ms. 


Alva Dewey married a Miss Lyons but was divorced in 1935. He drowned around 1959 


when his snapper boat sank off the Coast of Mexico during a typhoon. At the time of his 
accident both arms were in casts from a previous fall and he was never found.

Frank Smith was born November 17, 1904 in Vancleave, Mississippi. His parents were 
Joel Perrish Smith and Cynthia Jane (Ware) Smith from St. Lawrence County, New York 
and Vancleave, Mississippi respectively. Frank was a fisherman by trade but worked at 
various jobs throughout his lifetime. On December 16, 1934 he married Irma Rita 
Hilderbrand from Biloxi, Mississippi. Irma was the daughter of Robert Oliver Hilderbrand 
and Kate (Norton) Hilderbrand. She was raised in the “Back Bay Area” of Biloxi and 
started working in the seafood factories at a very early age. She worked at Singing River 
Hospital in Pascagoula, Mississippi several years prior to retirement. 


Frank and Irma had three children : Doris Mae Smith born February 3, 1936 ; Francis 
Louis Guy Smith born August 31, 1938 and Edward Evon (Eddie) Smith born May

Guy’s first marriage to Jeannie Ross from New York ended in divorce after having three 
children ; Robyn, Sherrie Lynn and Guy, Jr. He later moved to Texas where he married 
his second wife Ann but their marriage also ended in divorce . Guy Jr. died in a Harrison 
County Jail fire and is buried in Macphelah Cemetery in Pascagoula,Ms.

Frank Smith developed heart disease in the late 1950s and later died of a heart attack on 
March 15, 1965.

Afterward, they are stationed 
between the Big Black and Pear! rivers guarding the country from raids, and 
protecting the rail line. 

Sept 1 through Oct 1, 1863—Giles goes AWOL; he probably went home to 
Pittsboro. It has been a full year now of constant battle. Apparently, he didn't 
intend to desert, as he returned after one month. During October, there is an 
expedition from Vicksburg toward Canton and skirmishing near Bolton and 
Clinton. 

Oct 21, 1863—little Olivia dies. 

Feb through Mar, 1864—Harrassing Sherman's advance from Jackson to 

’ Meridian. 

April 1864—moved to Walker and Winston counties, Alabama, for rest and 
regrouping. 

May through June 1864— under arrest, charge not stated. 

July 1864—"absent on extra duty," i.e., KP or other punishment duty. 

July 31, 1864—captured near Moore's Bridge, Georgia, by Sherman's troops. 
Aug12, 1864—arrives at military prison, Louisville, Kentucky; sent by train to 


Camp Chase. 
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Aug 14. 1864—arrives at Camp Chase prison at Columbus. Ohio. Giles is about to 
experience his first snowy winter, with just one blanket. 

Mar 18. 1865~—sent to Point Lookout, Maryland for exchange, one of 1033 
paroled Confederate POWs (parole meant that they swore they would not 
engage in military action again). The prisoners were put on a boat and sent to 
a Southern port, probably Biloxi or New Orleans. Family legend says that Giles 
walked home from there. 


Apr 9, 1865—Lee surrenders at Appomattox. 
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When Giles returned to Pittsboro, he and Pittsboro had changed. The war 
left Mississippi in ruins. There had been constant warfare in the region, and 
soldiers from both armies had carried awav all available food and livestock. 
Manv of his friends were gone too: of the 78,000 Mississippians who went to 
war, 27,000 were dead. After the war, a huge portion of the state's budget went 
to providing replacement legs and arms for wounded veterans. We can only 
imagine how Giles felt. He must have been tired. weary of war, still sad about 
the loss of Olivia. and dreaming of a soft bed and hot food. He was.30 years old. 

The next two pages are the agricultural surveys of 1870 and 1880 on the 


farm where Giles was a share-cropper.

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From these surveys, we can get a good view of Giles' and Rebecca's working 
life. According to the 1880 schedule, he rented for a share of the farm's 
products, that is, he share-cropped. It was a small farm, mostly self-sustaining. 
Only a few goods (such as needles, salt, and flour) would be bought for cash or 
credit at the general store. Since Giles' relatives in South Carolina included 
several blacksmiths, he probably knew how to repair his own plows and other 
metal goods. The crops reflect three needs: some, such as cotton, were sold on 
the market for cash. Others, such as potatoes and cowpeas, were stored for 
eating in the winter. The third group. such as eggs, butter, and tobacco, would 
be both for personal use and for selling or bartering with the neighbors. 
Rebecca's kitchen garden isn't enumerated, but it was probably substantial. It 
would include summer crops such as okra, onions, peas, and green beans, and 
winter crops such as collards, cabbage, and turnips. There would be a root 
cellar for storing onions, potatoes, and apples, and a smoke house for 
preserving meat. Since Giles only slaughtered one cow for the year, the family 
must have eaten more pork and poultry than beef (note the large number of 
poultry). The children would be encouraged to hunt and fish, combining work 
and play. Bread would be made from corn meal, not expensive wheat flour. 
The figures listed in the agricultural schedules represent an immense 
amount of work. Running a small farm such as this one means dawn-to dark 
labor and constant frugality. Fortunately, the Smiths had several sons to help 
with the work; eleven-year-old Robert is already listed in the 1880 census as 
assisting on the farm. Maggie, at 9, could afford to still be in school. But 
Maggies probably had her share of chores, too; remember that 200 pounds of 
butter churned in 1879. In addition, the 1870 census shows a black domestic 
servant, and in 1880 two of Giles' nephews, Robert Bounds and Elias Hicks, were 


working on the farm. While Giles worked in the fields, Rebecca worked just as

hard keeping house. preparing and preserving food, sewing, laundering. and 
a chewsand other tasks. She had the additional burden of frequent childbirth. 

The work on the farm is one aspect of Giles' life that can be reliably 
traced. It is harder to know what he was like as a person. One clue to his 
difficulties can be seen in his Masonic record. He was initiated into Pittsboro's 
lodge in 1867, passed in 1869, raised to Master Mason in 1870, and became 
treasurer in 1871. Then, in 1875, he was expelled for “drunkenness and 
refusing to pay money due Lodge received while Treasurer thereof.”> Looking 
over Giles' war record and the circumstances of his post-war life, it is Seridin 
that life had not turned out as the young Giles, newly arrived in Mississippi, 
had hoped. 

Giles died on August 20, 1886, and is buried in the Pittsboro cemetery. 
The tombstone has fallen down now (helped by some teenage vandals), but the 
caretaker still has the written records. Giles was 51 years old when he died; it 
was the day after his birthday. Family tradition says that while he was herding 
cattle out of a stand of black locust trees, he got a thorn in his back. He 
neglected it, and it became infected. Blood poisoning set in, which in pre- 
antibiotic times was fatal. 

After Giles died, Rebecca and some of the children moved to Texas, 
where some Bounds relatives had already moved. Rebecca lived with her 
daughter, Maggie Smith Mansfield, who lived in the Cottonwood community 
near Barry, Navarro county, Texas. She is said to have been a sweet-tempered 


person, loved by all. She died in 1913. 
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A word about family stories: I spoke with many Smith relatives, particularly 
my grandmother, Leavy Dewell Frederick, and Bob Smith. Bob has been 
systematic in his family histo research and is a reliable source, unlike my 
much-loved grandma. My grandmother's stories were wonderfully 

_ entertaining and almost always ungrounded in fact. The Smiths are great 
sorytellars: so I have not included family legends unless (1) I heard 
essentially the same story from at least two sources, and (2) they are in 


keeping with documentary history.

ArtHur VaueHan Samira, of Moss Point, was born No- 
vember 22, 1893, in Jackson County. His father, Arthur 
Hiddle Smith, was born at Escatawpa, 
Miss. His mother, Ella (Brooks) Smith, 
is the daughter of Thomas S. Brooks and 
his wife, Fannie Hollman, who lived at 
Brooksville, Miss. The paternal grand-

He did newspaper work 
in Kansas City, Mo., in Topeka, Kansas, and also in Enid and 
Tulsa, Okla. He enlisted in the U. S. Tank Corps in the spring 
of 1918, and went into training at Camp Colt, Gettysburg, Penn. 
He was Recruiting Sergeant for the Tank Corps in West Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio, and was discharged in January, 1919. He is 
at present editor and manager of both the Moss Point Advertiser 
and the Paseagoula Chronicle-Siar.

By an act of Congress approved February 14, 1871, pensions, at the 
rate of eight dollars per month, are granted to the officers and enlisted 
and drafted men (both militia and volunteers)-of the military and naval 
service of the United States in the war of 1812 who served for a period 
of-sixty days, and to the widows of those who have died who were 
married prior to the treaty of peace (December 24, 1814) which termina- 
ted said war. Also to such officers and soldiers who served less than 
sixty days who have been personally named in any resolution of Con- 
gress for-any specific service in said war. 

Under this act three classes of claims will arise: 


Firai.—Of officers, soldiers, and sailors, who served for sixty days, 
who have never been pensioned for a disability incurred in the service of 
the United States. These will be entitled to a full pension of eight dol- 
lars per month from February 14, 1871. 


cond. —Of officera, soldiers, and sailors, who served for sixty days, 
but who are in receipt of a pension for disability incurred in the service 
of the United States. These will be entitled to an increase of their

nia. 

F. M. Savage, later a resident of Gainesville, arrived in 
Marysville March 21, 1871. At that time, the only other 
residents Mr. Savage recalls besides the Corns and his 
brother-in-law and partner, whom Mr. Savage remembered 
as W. H. Smith (instead of R. A. Fitch, as designated by 
Mr. Sapp), were John Puryear, Joe Mann and Mrs. Lizzie 
Whaley. 

Mr. Savage's father, William Savage, arrived a month 
later and they built a steam sawmill and a store. William 
Savage was a surveyor, and Corn and Fitch had him make a 
plat Of the townsite. During 1871 additional citizens arrived, 
including Mr. and Mrs. Harry Landers, Capt. W. C. Twitty, 
Lemuel Morris and others. 

To encourage the establishment of stores, Corn gave a 
building lot with each residence lot sold. 

The Savages erected the first building of lumber in 
Marysville, a 24 x 30-foot general merchandise store. Their 
sawmill, converting adjacent timber into lumber, provided 
the materials for most of the buildings erected in Marysville 
and the surrounding country. 

At the close of the Civil War, many rough characters 
from the states took refuge in the Chickasaw nation, later 
Oklahoma, and Marysville being near the border, had her 
share of visitations. 

Mr. Savage recalled an incident involving two thieves who 
stole horses from a farmer near Marysville and made a run 


for the Arbuckle Mountains, then a refuge for outlaws. Zack © 


Calloway and the owner of the horses pursued the thieves 
and overtook one 100 miles north of Marysville. Reaching 


- home too late to go to Gainesville to turn the culprit over 


to authorities, the men placed the accused in a store over- 
night; but he was taken from the guard at midnight and his. 
body found hanging to a tree limb by the side of the road. 
half a mile west of town next morning. 

Six months later, Mr. Savage wrote in his memoirs, the 
second thief was located near Fort Sill, and Calloway and 
the horse owner went for him. Again he was kept in Marys- 
ville overnight, en route to Gainesville, and the next morn- 
ing he was found hanging from the same limb.

SMITHVILLE 


Nearly all of the towns that sprang up along the Colorado 
and Brazos Rivers in the Austin colony, began with a ferry across the 
river. Nearly always, the establishment of a ferry for the conven -: 
fence of the public, begat a store, or trading post; and the store,or 
trading post, begat a small town, and sometimes a big one. 


I am not sure who ran a ferry, at or near where Smithville 
now stands, or where it first stood, a little below where the tow 
is now located. In these days old timers sometimes refer to the 
first town as "01d Smithville", though it was located perhaps on a 
part of the present towmship. In this case, the ferry was perhaps 
discontinued when a bridge was built, and engineers who plan bridges 
do not always select a site where a ferry used to be, as the best 
Place for it. I have been told that DR. POWELL'S home was at the 
site of "Old Smithville”, but that he later moved his headquarters to 
the new site, and lived to a ripe old age. 


Gazley Creek, named for one of the old timers in Austin's 
Colony, runs through the town of Smithville and empties into the Col- 
orado. The Rabb's Prairie settlement was fyrther dow the river 
several miles and over the line in Fayette aunty. 


The old BURLESON HOME is located Korth of Smithville some 
three or four miles, and sits back frem the river. This was the 
home of AARON BURLESON, son of JOSEPH BURLESON, and the first cousin 
of General Edward Burleson. Aaron Purleson - this particular one - 
was stiot and killed, the exact circumstances of the killing not be-- 
ing clear to the writer. An account by his daughter says that he | 
was Sheriff of Bastrop Comty and was killed from Ambush by lawless 
persons, and that his wife was LAURA HARDEMAN, daughter of THOMAS 
TONES HARDEMAN , and a sister of GEN. WILLIAM Ee HARDEMAN,. 


One of the interesting homes of the Smithville area has 
long been the old FAUCETTE HOME, on a high bluff overlooking the . - 
river basin, which was built by a family of that name so long ago 
that no one now living appears to remember the family. The place was 
acquired by the HOUSE FAMILY, which in some way was related to the 
Faucettes. This was the same family to which Col. Edward House be-~ 
longed, -whose career is linked with the Woodrow Wilson administra: — 
tion as the advisor to the great World War No. 1, President. This 
House family moved to Houston, and T. W. House was the father of Hon. 
Edvard House. 


EDWARD and ZINY EGGLESTON, sons of S. V. Re Eggleston, who 
was killed in his own home yard at Bastrop, were among the early and 
Old time residents of SMITHVILLE. In the old days ZINY EGGLESTON 
was in the saloon business, and catered especially to the reilroad 2 
workers, after the milroad shops were located at Snithville and it 
became a division point. Another outstanding citizen‘of Smithville . 
was the good natured, jovial and friendly ROGER BYRNE, whose fellow 
citizens thought so much of him, though he ran a saloon, also, that 
they kept him in the Legislature from Bastrop County for many long 
years.

Snithville was also the home of the HILLS, OLIVERS and 
McGEHEES, who came to Bastrop County from the Broad River section 
of Georgia, all related to each other, and all descendants of that 
notable Virginian DYONISIUS OLIVER, who acter the American Hevolu-

I am sorry that I gave the impression that I had family sheets 
on each of Clayton's children. I only have Levi G. as a child 
on Clayton's sheet. I think you have this sheet, if not I'k1l 
be glad to send it. I was very surprised to find that Clayton 
lived in tke southern part of Perry County on Black Creek. 

I'd thought he lived in the middle to upper part of the county. 


I found land deeds in Marrion County, S.C. for Clayton Smith. 

I now doubt that it was the Mississippi Clayton, but most likely 

a nephew or other relative. One plot of land moved from 

Tepe Bryant to James Smith to (1830) Clayton Smith to (1845) Hugh 
Smith. There is also a deed from Clayton Smith to Henry. Davis 

in 1869. I am still trying to connect Clayton to John Smith(d.1802) 
‘though his son James, but so far no luck. 


Two of my uncles had tales they told about Clayton. I do not know 
if you have heard them. Uncle Ernest told how Clayton was a boxer 
or fighter and held the equivalent of a Black Belt for the area 
for many years. Uncle Hardy said there were three brother who came 
to south Mississippi and got land and started crops. Then went 
pack to South Cardlina for their families. Clayten was the only 
one to stay.as the other two went on to Texas. I have no other 
proof for ‘these stories. 


In looking at Marrion County records I found lots of Dunnams. 

The Clerk of Court Plat Book had land listed for John Dunnam 

in 1803 and John P. Dunnam in 1809. All of this may be in the books 
Se bp acpea in your letter. I even found Ebenezer as a bondsman 
in 12. 


Have you seen the genealogical information on Green County 
families collected by a.minister several years ago? J. F. 
Roberts, an elderly gentleman who lived near Mutual Rites Church, 
had these when I was there about 15 years ago.This record said 
Ebenezer Dunnam came from South Carolina about 1810-1820. 

He stayed in Alabama at what is kmow as Deer Park. He settled 
in Green County on Sam Breland Place. He then moved up on 
Thompson Creek in Perry County. Next he moved back to Green Co. 
near Sand Hill School’ ta Lazarus Wakley's piace.This listed 
Jennie Strickland as his wife and nine children(all born after 
1819). It said they wére ‘buried in ummarked graves on the last 
farm.

McCOMB, Miss. (AP) — Grover Smith has been 
having close encounters with big cats ever since he 
moved to Mars Hill from Franklin County in the 
1930s. 

“Pve seen a few of them but not long at a time,”’ 
said Smith, 78, who lives near Mars Hill Baptist 
Church west of McComb. ‘“‘E saw one one night 
right where the Jones Road comes out. You’re not 
going to see him out in the open very much. He was 
so black he was blue. He done passed black.’” 

Recent accounts of panther sightings got Smith 
stirred up.! 

“Pm just ascertain we got panthers in this 
country as anything,” he said. 

But he said he can understand the skepticism of 
‘state wildlife officials, who want proof before they 
admit panthers’ presence. 4 

““T would just love to prove to that game 
commission that they are here,’’ he said. ‘You 
know how smart people and lawyers do business. 
They want facts. No maybe-so, no hearsay. They 
got a point.’’ 

Smith would have a hard time proving the 
existence of big cats in the area these days. 

In 1984, doctors found a major aneurism — a 
blood-filled swelling of an artery — in Smith’s 
abdomen. He was rushed to surgery, and spent

A lifelong outdoorsman, 
Smith still hunts and fishes oceasionally from a 
four-wheeler. 

He remembers spotting some tracks several 
years ago when he and a friend were fishing the 
Tangipahoa River north of Mississippi 24. 

“Directly I hung my bait on the other side,” 
Smith said. “I walked a log and I seen that thing’s 
tracks.”

“He’s a huge animal,”’ Smith said. “Don’t think 
he ain’t. He’s got to carry 200 pounds.” 

Smith measured the footprints at 4 inches

Two things stick out in many accounts: the cat’s’ 
scream, and its smell. 

One neighbor heard a wildcat around 4:00 one 
morning. 

‘He said, ‘If t hadn’t known what it was I’d have’ 
got the law in there, figured it was some woman 
being murdered,”’ Smith said. ‘‘When he gets to 
hollering, I don’t care what size gun you've got, 
you get to feeling it ain’t heavy enough. He'll make 
a mule tear out of a stable.’’ 

Then there’s the odor. 

“They say you can smell that cat; you haven’t 
smelled nothing just like it,’’ Smith said. But ‘FT 
never smelt it.”
